New Delhi, the 9th October, 1978 

S.O, 390(E).—Whereas Messrs Rai Bahadur Murdutroy 
Motilall Jute Mills Private Limited, Katihar in the State of 
Bihar (hereafter referred to as the said industrial undertak¬ 
ing) is engaged in a scheduled industry, namely, Jute Indua- 
try; 

And whereas from the documentary and other evidence 
in Its possession, the Central Government is satisfied, in rela¬ 
tion to the said industrial undertaking that it has been closed 
for a period of not less than three months and such closure 
is prejudicial to the concerned scheduled Industry and that 
the financial condition of the company owning the industrial 
undertaking and the condition of the plant and machinery 
of such undertaking arc such that it Is possible to re-start 
the undertaking and such re-starting is necessary in the 
Interests of the general public; 

And in supersession of the order S.O. 507(E) dated the 
18th August, 1978, of the Ministry of Industry (Department 
of Industrial Development); 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by 
clause (b) of sub-section (1) of section 18AA of the Indus¬ 
tries (Development and Regulation) Act 1951 (65 of 1951), 


the Central Government hereby authorises the body of the 
persons consisting of :—
